3° Procurement from Unrecognized Countries. Mr. Betpae pointed out that the 
current hearings before" the Committee on Science and Astronautics reflect the 
great interest in Chinese publications. He also mentioned an article in the 
8 November 1958 Satu rday Rev iew of Liter ature on "Red China's Hidden Capital 
of Science.” Mr. Xiyne asked for clarification of the official U.S. position 
Won direct exchanges between U.,S„ private or semi -private institutions and their 
Sovbloe counterparts . Mr. Goodman pointed out that this is more a question of 
policy than of law, and that State's reluctance to sanction such exchanges 
(eft PROCIB-D-12) should not be interpreted as a denial of them. Mr. Goodman 
suggested that before any major steps are taken for obtaining publications from 
unrecognized countries there should be a review of the extent of demand and of 
the several possible means of obtaining them. Mr. Coffin felt that it might be 
more effective for individual agencies interested in establishing exchanges to 
deal directly with the Department of State rather than to have an announced 
formal position on this matter.
